The  death  return  shows  the  longevity  of  the  population  with  over 
half  the  deaths  occurring  in  the  75  and  over  age  groups  and  85%  in  the 
65  and  over  age  group. 


The  predominant  causes  of  death  were  those  affecting  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system,  which  accounted  for  over  half  the  deaths  in  the 
district.  Coronary  disease  was  the  most  important  single  cause  of 
death. 

Deaths  due  to  cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  account  for  70%  of  the  deaths  in  the  district.  These  are  to  a 
large  extent,  preventable  disease ;  oveTeating,  heavy  cigarette  smoking 
and  lack  of  exercise  being  the  main  contributory  factors.

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  yet  another  year  there 
have  been  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria.  There  is  great  danger 
that  the  lack  of  oases  can  cause  complacency  in  the  public  mind  with 
a  consequent  fall  in  the  acceptance  rate  for  immunilogical  procedures. 
It  is  essential  that  this  is  not  allowed  to  occur. 

A  safe  vaccine  which  causes  relatively  little  reaction  is  now- 
available  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  general  use  of  the  vaccine  in 
the  community  will  be  established  before  the  next  biennial  peak. 
Measles  is  an  uncommon  cause  of  death  but  the  use  of  a  vaccine  is 
justified  because  of  (i)  the  frequency  and  severity  of  compHcations  of 
measles  (ii)  the  upset  and  discomfort  to  the  child  and  to  the  family 
of  an  attack  of  measles  and  (ii.i)  the  work  load  on  the  general 
practitioner  during  an  epidemic.

Tuberculosis 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  offered  to  all  children  in  the 
year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the  parents  a  test  is 
performed  rto  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the  germ  of 
Tuberculosis  (Heaf  Test).  If  it  has  done  so  no  further  action  is 
token  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity. 
If,  however  the  test  indicates  the  child  has  not  encountered  the  tubercle 
bacillus  then  vaccination  is  carried  out.  The  age  of  13  has  been  chofcen 
because  at  this  age  the  natural  resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop 
and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 


HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Service* 

These  are  provided  by  Lindsey  County  Council.  They  include  the 
health  visitor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  home  help  and  various  welfare 
services.  The  health  visitor  is  resident  at  the  Market  Rasen  clinic. 

Mental  Health  Service* 

Treatment  is  arranged  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
while  supervision  and  after  care  are  given  by  trained  staff  employed 
by  Lindsey  County  Council.  The  latter  also  arranges  for  the  icare  of 
mentally  subnormal  persons. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres 

Treatment  and  after  care  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  arranged  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  the  nearest  centres  being  at  Brigg, 
Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Croll,  provides  all  the  necessary  services.  Dr. 
Croll  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problem  that  arises  and  is  a 
very  valuable  source  of  information. 
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School  Health  Services 

This  service  is  administered  by  Ihe  County  Medical  Officer.  All 
children  are  examined  routinely  during  their  first  year  at  school,  their 
first  year  in  the  secondary  school  and  at  school  leaving  age.  Children 
in  whom  any  defect  is  found  are  supervised  as  necessary.  Immunisa¬ 
tion  and  vaccination  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Tuberculosis  (B.C.G.)  are  carried  out  at  the  appropriate  time. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  each  week  at  which  any  school  child  cian 
attend  for  advice,  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  etc.

The  Grange 

This  home  for  deprived  children  is  a  County  Service  which  comes 
under  the  supervision  of  your  Medical  Officer  in  his  capacity  as 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Poplar* 

This  is  a  County  Home  for  old  people,  and  houses  some  30  persons 
of  either  sex. 

Ambulance  Service 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  one’s  own  doctor,  on  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH

These  figures  show  an  improvement  on  last  years.  Several  of  the 
remaining  houses  have  submitted  plans  for  conversions  and  by  the  end 
of  this  year  the  position  should  have  improved  considerably.

These  acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention.

Whilst  new  legislation  has  added  considerably  to  the  amount  of 
work  during  the  year  good  progress  has  been  made. 


The  first  phase  of  the  Gordon  Field  development  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  everything  is  ready  for  proceeding  with  the  ^second  phase. 


The  help  and  co-operation  of  the  butchers,  shopkeepers  and  various 
tradesmen  has  once  again  proved  most  valuable  and  this  allowed  work 
to  proceed  smoothly. 

I  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Clerk  for  the  support  given 
during  the  year.

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Housing 

During  the  year  Demolition  Orders  were  served  in  respect  of  two 
dwellings  and  Closing  Orders  in  connection  with  a  further  two. 

Several  others  are  listed  to  be  dealt  with  as  the  opportunity 
presents  itself. 

Phase  1  of  the  Gordon  Field  development  has  been  completed. 
Included  in  the  scheme  are  twenty  bungalows  and  a  common  room. 
Nineteen  of  these  are  occupied  by  elderly  people  and  the  other  by  a 
Warden  appointed  to  ‘keep  an  eye’  on  the  old  people. 

All  preparatory  work  for  Phase  2  has  been  completed  and  a  start 
on  the  work  will  be  made  shortly. 

This  scheme  will  comprise  twenty  six  houses  of  varying  designs 
and  a  further  seven  bungalows. 

The  granting  of  100%  advances  by  the  Council  to  purchasers  of 
houses  has  continued  though,  of  necessity,  in  a  restricted  form. 

It  is  felt  as  soon  as  conditions  allow  still  more  requests  for  loans 
will  be  received  as  the  tendancy  today  would  appear  to  be  home 
ownership  by  the  younger  people. 


Food  preparing  and  making  up  places 

All  the  premises  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
with  the  exception  of  one. 

In  this  instance  a  person  was  found  to  be  dressing  poultry  and 
handling  meat  in  unsatisfactory  surroundings. 

He  was  requested  to  cease  operations  forthwith  and  this  he  did. 


Meat  Inspection 

As  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  report  over  3,800  animals  were 
slaughtered  during  the  year  and  every  animal  was  inspected. 

Once  again  the  percentage  of  meat  condemned  as  being  unfit  for 
food  was  very  low,  this  being  evidence  of  the  excellent  quality  of 
animals  used. 

On  occasions  during  the  year  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food  accompanied  me  on  visits  to  the 
Slaughter  houses  and  this  had  the  effect  of  supporting  and  helping 
me  in  many  ways. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

No  serious  problems  arose  during  the  year,  though  a  good  deal  of 
machinery  maintenance  at  the  works  had  to  be  carried  out. 

Considering  the  time  these  works  have  been  in  operation,  some  26 
years  without  major  renewals,  it  is  remarkable  how  efficiently  they 
are  working. 

Some  credit  is  due  to  those  who.  over  the  years  have  been 
responsiWe  for  maintaining  them. 

The  maximum  population  for  which  the  works  were  designed  has 
not  yet  been  reached  but  unfortunately  quite  ’a  considerable  amount 
of  subsoil  water  is  gaining  accesis  to  the  sewers  which  causes  the 
pumps  and  other  (apparatus  at  the  works  to  have  to  remain  in  opera¬ 
tion  for  much  longer  periods  than  they  should. 

The  time  is  approaching  when  your  sewage  disposal  arrangements 
will  have  to  be  reviewed,  particularly  the  question  of  the  e’iminaition 
of  the  subsoil  water. 

During  the  year  samples  of  effluent  for  analysis  were  taken  by  the 
River  Board  and,  with  the  exception  of  one,  each  proved  very  good. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  has  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  continues  and  this  is  appreciated 
by  the  ratepayers. 

Trade  refuse  collection  is  operating  well  and  full  advantage  is 
being  taken  of  it  by  the  local  tradesmen. 

Disposal  of  refuse  continues  at  the  rear  of  the  sewage  diposal 
works  and  every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  nuisance  and  control  vermin. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

All  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  were  inspected  at  least  once 
during  the  year. 

No  serious  deficiences  or  infringements  were  observed  and  it  is 
apparent  that  shopkeepers  and  others  concerned  are  realizing  their 
obligations. 

As  is  known,  most  premises  are  of  the  older  type  which  makes 
compliance  with  the  Act  more  difficult. 

A  few  premises  were  found  to  be  without  first  aid  boxes  but  this 
was  soon  rectified. 

The  lighting  in  certain  offices  and  shops  was  thought  to  be  below 
standard  and  so  a  photometer  was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  testing. 

Readings  were  taken  at  premises  in  the  presence  of  the  occupiers 
and  where  there  was  a  lighting  deficiency,  this  had  the  effect  of  im¬ 
provements  being  carried  out  straight  away. 

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  supply  to  the  district  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Conversions 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  eleven  properties  on  the  line 
of  seveer having  pail  closets. 

Four  of  these  houses  are  listed  for  closure  and  one  is  to  be  im¬ 
proved  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant. 

Off  the  line  of  sewer  there  are  10  premises  having  pail  closets. 
Two  of  these  are  likely  to  be  demolished  in  the  near  future.
